Highest Court in the Land De« 
cidee a Case of Importance 
to Men Who Labor. 


STATE OAN OONTBOL THE UATTEB. 


Iteflrulntlonii Flxinir tli« Hours o f Lnbor

1.—In the su­ 
preme court yesterday an opinion was 
handed clown In the case of E. F. Hol­ 
den vs. the Sheriff of Salt Lake coun­ 
ty, Utah, involving: the constiiutionality 
of the territorial law fixing a day’s 
work In sm elters and mines in the ter­ 
ritory a t eight hours. Holden was a r ­ 
rested for violating the law and sen- 
teneecl to Imprisonm ent for the ofXence, 
He brought the case to the supreme 
c(jurt in an effort to secure a w rit of 
error on the ground that the law w as 
unconstitutional in th at it was calculat­ 
ed to deprive a citizen of life or prop­ 
erty w llhout due process of law. The 
'ourt hcl^ th at such was not the case, 
but th at the law’ was an exercise of the 
state’s police powers. 


K.vuetly » Filial Dictiiiii. 


Justice Brown said, in passing upon 
the case, th a t it was not the intenti»;n 
of the court to pass generally uj)on tht* 
constitutionality of eight-hour laws, but 
th at in so far as .«^tale laws were exert­ 
ed for the protection of the lives, the 
health or the morals of a com m unity 
there could be no doubt of their pro­ 
priety 
or 
of their constitutionality. 
There could bo no doubt of the excep­ 
tional and 
unhealthful 
character of 
work In sm elters or mines because of 
bad air, high tem perature and noxious 
gases, and hence the wisdom of the 
state legislation. The decision of the 
supreme court of U tah was affirmed. 
luter«‘Ktiuff W ill (Juestion Decided. 


The suprem e court also decided 
a 
contn»versy over a bequest of property 
to the Sm ithsonian Institution, and in 
doing so decided a mooted point over 
the right of a husband to devise prop­ 
erty held as a trust in his wife’s name. 
In this case P.«)bert S. Avery, of W ash­ 
ington, afte r giving in his will $1,000 
to the relatives of his wife, whose death 
had occurred before his, left the residue 
of his property to the Sm ithsonian for 
the establishm ent of a fund for the pro­ 
motion of kn*)wledge In regard to pho­ 
netic typo. The principal part of thj^ 
property was a lot of land in W ashing­ 
ton in Mrii. A very’s name, and the will 
was attacked on the ground th at he 
could not dispose of property w’hose 
title was In his wife’s name. 


Forfeit are ClaiiMO Ain» Valid. 


The court, in 
the 
opinion 
handed 
down yesterday, did not sustain this 
view, but held th at w her it w as clear 
th at the title w’as placed In the wife as 
a trust, even though the agreem ent was 
a verbal one, the husband did not lose 
control of It, and could himself be­ 
queath It, where, as In this case, he 
survived his wife. One of the provis­ 
ions of the will was to the effect th at !f 
the beriuest to the Sm ithsonian was a t­ 
tacked l»y the other beneficiaries they 
should thus forfeit the bounty intended 
for them. The court also i)ronounced 
this part of the will valid. The decision 
of the D istrict of Columbia court of a p ­ 
peals was adver.«e to the Sm ithsonian 
and was reversed by this opinion. 
Otileial P«isitinn Clives No Privileges. 
The court also decided th at a United 
States ofl]cIal could not take advantage 
of his ofllco to secure advantage over 
others In the location of governm ent 
land. The opinion was given 
In 
the 
case of Ransom Payne, who w as a dep- 
homa and on the ground when the lands 
of. that territory were throw n open to 
settlem ent. Ho took advantage of this 
opportunity to locate a tract of land. 
The secretary of the interior refused to 
Issue a patent on the 
ground 
th at 
Payne could not with propriety take 
advantage of his official 
position 
to 
make a location, and th at therefore his 
location w'as illegally made.

When the sanitary condition of a 
school is not good it can generally bo 
attributed to some cause other tnan 
that ascribed by the lOuu Claire gen­ 
tleman. 
Stagnant pools of water in 
the near vicinity, lllthy and neglected 
out buildings, improper ventilating and 
curtainless windows are a few of the 
avenues by which diseases enter the 
school room. 
Kemove these (uiuscs, 
make the school room as neat and tidy 
as the homCj placing as pleasant and 
comfortable surroundings about

pupil as the home furnishes, and the 
chance for disease will be very much 
mitigated.
